The  group  left  LAX  on  tfie  morning  of  December  31  and  flew  to  Cairo  with  a  brief  stop 
over  in  Rome.  Egypt's  contrasts  -  such  fabulous  antiquities  amid  so  much  modern  dust 
and  squallor  -  stand  out. 

There  were  the  Pyramids  right  outside  our  hotel  in  Giza.  The  priceless  collection  from 
the  tomb  of  Tut-Ankh-Amun,  the  maddening  traffic  and  the  ever  present  hand  held  out 
for  "bagsheesh." 

We  traveled  up  the  Nile  to  Aswan  on  the  comfortable  overnite  train,  then  waited  all 
afternoon  for  a  flight  to  Abu  Simbel.  The  frustrating  wait  was  worthwhile  once  we  saw  the 
two  mammoth  temples  of  Ramses  II  and  Nefevten. 

Luxor  IS  every  visitor's  favorite  city  in  Egypt.  Here  our  luxury  hotel  looked  out  over  the 
Nile.  In  Luxor  are  the  Valley  of  the  Kings,  site  of  many  beautiful  tombs,  the  overpowering 
temples  of  Luxor  and  Karnak. 

Ethiopia's  capital  city  Addis  Ababa  had  taken  on  the  look  of  Marxism  in  large  posters 
but  still  retains  its  beauty  from  the  past.  Learning  about  the  imprisonment  of  CLC 
alumnus  Berhe  Beyenne  was  saddening.  The  military  action  up  north  caused  us  to  visit 
only  two  other  towns  and  we  were  heavily  guarded  everywhere  outside  Addis. 

Flying  on  to  Johannesburg,  we  met  the  rest  of  our  group  and  picked  up  our  van  for  Ih*  ^ 
long  trip  to  Cape  Town.  The  contrasts  again  were  apparent-  the  conspicuous  riches  in 
the  white  areas  of  Johannesburg,  Durban,  and  Capte  Town  -  and  the  desperately  pooi 
blacks  relegated  to  the  Transkei  with  no  visible  means  of  making  a  living.  The  beach 
signs  announcing:  Indian,  White,  Blacks  and  colored  beach  areas. 

We  were  all  ready  to  relax  when  we  got  to  the  beautiful  Indian  Ocean  resort  ol 
Wilderness.  A  side  trip  to  Ostrich  country  and  then  on  to  the  Cape  with  its  wineries  anri 
cosmopolitan  air. 

The  best  was  saved  for  last  as  we  flew  up  to  Zimbabwe  to  see  Victoria  Falls  and  Wanki 
Game  Park. 

Five  weeks  later  without  even  a  day  ol  rain,  only  one  flat  tire,  and  no  illness,  wt- 
headed  back  to  London  for  a  few  hours  visit  and  then  on  to  LAX.

CHINA,  restricted  by  overpopulation,  lack  of  both 
technology  and  land  suitable  for  cultivation  (yet  with  no 
signs  of  starvation),  and  regulated  in  all  facets  of  life  by 
its  government,  opened  its  gates  to  Dr.  Edward  Tseng's 
January  class.  Chaperoned  by  a  National  Guide,  we 
found  a  people  both  warm  to  us  and  suspicious  of  us. 
The  Chinese  were  dressed  most  often  in  dark  blue  or 
green  unisex  clothing  with  a  splash  of  color  in  the  cloth- 
ing of  the  one  child  making  up  the  family  unit. 

Streets  were  congested  with  bicycles.  The  limited 
number  of  railroad  cars  could  be  described  and  likened 
to  an  old  western  movie.  High  rise  hotels  are  being 
constructed  for  the  foreign  visitors  via  an  awe  inspiring 
network  of  bamboo  scaffolding. 


A  city  guide  took  my  hand  in  hers  and  guietly  asked  if 
I  could  cook.  She  said  my  hand  felt  as  though  I  did 
nothing.  (1  lacked  the  calluses  of  a  frontier  woman.) 

We  saw  artists  painting  and  craftmen  at  work  carving 
ivory  and  jade  to  provide  foreigners  with  art  treasures  to 
purchase. 

The  gold  and  red  shop  signs,  lacguered  carvings  on 
gates,  buildings  and  shops  disappeared  during  the  cul- 
tural revolution  in  China.  That  architectural  style  is  now 
only  reappearing  on  the  somewhat  weathered  special 
buildings  such  as  those  of  the  Forbidden  City. 

In  China  there  is  beauty  and  smog  plus  an  occasional 
smile  for  the  stranger.  We  should  get  to  know  each  other 
bf^tter. 


CONTEMPORARY 
AMERICAN  PLAYS 
HIGHLIGHT  SEASON 

CLC's  Drama  Department  debuted  with  Moliere's 
1 7th  Century  French  comedy  Tartuffe,  which  con- 
strasted  with  the  rest  of  the  season  which  highlighted 
contemporary  American  plays. 

Tartuffe  is  a  classic  comedy  in  verse,  which  centers 
around  a  charlatan  named  Tartuffe  who  masquerades  as 
a  pious  man  to  gain  influence  over  the  head  of  the 
household,  Orgon,  m  order  to  sieze  his  inheritance. 
CLC's  production,  directed  by  Michael  Arndt,  high- 
lighted the  comic  exploits  of  Orgon's  household  as  they 
try  to  expose  the  deception. 

The  next  production  was  Marsha  Norman's  powerful 
and  shocking  new  play  Getting  Out.  It  centers  around 
a  young  woman  just  released  from  a  long  term  in  prison 
who  struggles  to  make  good  of  her  life.  The  jarring 
reality  of  this  production,  directed  by  Michael  Roehr, 
was  intensified  by  a  new  arrangement  of  the  Little  The- 
atre, which  increased  the  intimacy  of  the  actors  and 
audience. 

Spring  semester  opened  with  Milan  Stiff's  moving 
work  The  Runner  Stumbles,  directed  by  Mark  Hoff- 
meier.  This  tragic  look  at  the  encounters  of  a  priest  and 
nun  who  are  thrust  together  in  their  search  to  find  God 
in  their  world.  The  Runner  Stumbles  was  awarded 
CLC's  Drama  Department  Award  for  Outstanding  Play 
of  1983-84. 

The  final  production  of  1984  was  Moonchildren  by 
Michael  Weller.  Michael  Arndt's  production  brought 
home  to  CLC's  audience  the  experience  of  a  group  of 
college  students  in  the  late  sixties,  surrounded  by  the 
spectre  of  the  Vietnam  War  and  the  intense  social 
changes  in  the  "Now  Generation".  The  play's  counter- 
point of  wild  comedy  and  deeply  moving  tragedy 
brought  home  the  ironies  of  life  for  a  whole  generation 
for  Americans. 

In  addition  to  the  four  mamstage  productions,  CLC 
Drama  Department  produced  two  children's  plays  in 
conjunction  with  the  local  chapter  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  University  Women.  The  fall  Children's  The- 
atre play  was  Jack  and  His  Magic  Sack,  directed  and 
co-authored  by  Peter  Holland.  A  group  of  four  Appala- 
chian folk  tales  performed  by  five  actors  playing  numer- 
ous roles,  incorporated  music  and  dance  to  make  this 
play  a  favorite  with  youngsters  throughout  the  Conejo 
Valley.  The  spring  production  was  The  Thwarting  of 
Baron  Bolligrew  by  Robert  Bolt.  It  is  a  tale  of  dragons 
and  knights  and  a  cruel  landlord,  which  carried  the 
children  along  with  its  spectacle,  adventure,  and  com- 
edy.

The  1983  Kingsmen  football  team  faltered  in  the  last  third  of 
the  season  after  an  initial  rating  in  the  nation's  top  five,  and 
slumped  to  a  4-6  record.  A  very  tough  schedule  of  five  Confer- 
ence Champions  and  a  series  of  disappointing  injuries  and 
setbacks  contributed  to  CLC's  first  ever  losses  to  St.  Mary's 
College  and  Azusa-Pacific  University.  The  Year  of  the  Eagles 
ended  m  the  Kingsmen's  first  losing  season  since  1962. 

In  the  midst  of  a  tough  campaign,  several  individuals  gar- 
nered prestigious  honors  and  set  national  records.

The  1984  CLC  Mens  Track  team  was  a  very  talented  group  of  athletes. 
Co-Captains  Matt  Carney  and  William  Champion  led  the  squad  to  CLC's 
thirteenth  straight  undefeated  dual  meet  season  with  a  record  of  9  wins  and 
no  losses.  CLC  also  dominated  the  Kingsmen  Relays  by  winning  13  of  16 
events.  Along  with  an  impressive  record,  the  team  set  7  new  school  marks. 
Carney  and  Champion  improved  on  their  own  school  records  with  Carney 
scoring  6858  points  in  the  Decathlon  and  Champion  running  a  time  of 
1:54.1  in  the  800  meters.  The  only  other  individual  effort  for  a  new  school 
record  was  Troy  Kuretich's  time  of  21 .5  m  the  200  meters.  A  total  of  4  school 
relay  records  were  broken.  The  400  meter  relay  team  of  Donald  Price, 
Kuretich,  Rogger  Nelson,  and  Ken  Coakley  set  a  new  mark  at  41.46.  The 
800  meter  relay  record  of  1:28.04  was  established  by  Price,  Kuretich, 
Maurice  Hamilton,  and  Coakley.  The  1600  meter  relay  mark  of  3:16.38  was 
set  by  Price,  Coakely,  Hamilton,  and  Champion.  And  also  the  mile  relay 
team  of  Price,  Hamilton,  Carney  and  Coalkley  set  a  new  mark  at  3:17.0. 

The  majority  of  the  team  ended  its  season  at  the  NAIA  District  111  Cham- 
pionships at  U.C.S.B.,  where  CLC  captured  second  place  behind  Azusa 
Pacific  University.  Those  that  continued  their  season  at  the  NAIA  National 
Championships  in  Charleston,  W.V.  include  the  members  of  the  400  and 
1600  meter  relay  teams,  Carney  and  Mark  Cote  in  the  Decathlon,  and  Chris 
Spitz  in  the  Marathon.  Other  outstanding  athletes  that  came  very  close  to 
qualifying  for  Nationals  include  Vaughn  Fredieu,  George  Greathouse,  and 
Dave  Maxwell.

The  curriculum  of  the  nursing  program  focuses  on  the  knowledge  and 
practice  of  nursing  and  draws  upon  knowledge  of  relevant  arts  and 
sciences.  Relevant  sciences  are  anatomy,  physiology,  microbiology, 
chemistry,  physics,  nutrition,  and  pharmacology.  In  addition,  students 
take  a  course  in  statistics,  as  well  as  computer  science  and  must  complete 
a  senior  research  project  before  graduating.

WALLACE  J.  ASPER

1922-1984 


Wally  Asper  was  the  kind  of  person  who  makes  CLC  a  special  place.  A  wise  counselor,  loyal  friend, 
dedicated  churchman,  skilled  leader,  strong  advocate  of  excellence  in  Lutheran  higher  education,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Wallace  ].  Asper  shared  in  the  pioneering  days  of  California  Lutheran  College  since  1963,  contributing 
substantially  to  the  spiritual  and  educational  growth  of  not  only  students,  but  also  faculty  and  administration. 

Born  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  May  10,  1922,  he  was  reared  on  the  family  homestead  in  Lincoln 
County,  near  Canton,  South  Dakota.  He  received  his  B.A.  cum  laude  from  St.  Olaf  College  in  1945,  and 
the  C.T;  and  B.Th.  degrees  from  Luther  Theological  Seminary  m  1948.  Ide  met  Hjordis  Gornitzka,  the 
daughter  of  a  pastor  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  while  at  seminary,  and  they  were  married  in  1947.  Five  children 
were  born  to  them:  Philip,  Mark,  Gloria,  David  and  Daniel,  several  of  whom  are  graduates  of  CLC. 

After  serving  a  three-congregational  parish  in  Long  Prairie,  Minnesota,  he  went  to  Trinity  Lutheran 
Church,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  first  as  Assistant,  then  Senior  Pastor.  Studying  in  the  School  of  Education  at 
New  York  University,  he  received  the  M.A.  degree  in  1952,  and  the  Ed.D.  degree  in  1957,  specializing  in 
religious  education.  From  there  he  was  called  to  teach  in  the  Department  of  Religion  at  Concordia  College, 
Moorhead,  Minnesota,  being  advanced  after  one  year  from  the  rank  of  Assistant  to  Associate  Professor. 

Dr.  Asper's  abilities  were  recognized  early  by  the  church,  and  he  was  asked  to  become  the  Curriculum 
Coordinator  for  the  Department  of  Parish  Education  of  The  American  Lutheran  Church  to  develop  a  new 
curriculum  and  coordinate  its  publication  with  Augsburg  Publishing  House.  He  authored  How  to  Orga- 
nize the  Education  of  Your  Church,  edited  the  book,  The  Bible:  Book  of  Faith,  and  wrote  articles 
in  SALT  (Science,  Arts,  Law,  and  Theology),  The  Lutheran  Teacher,  Concordia  College  Record, 
Lutheran  Herald  and  other  journals,  and  reviewed  books  for  various  publications. 

At  California  Lutheran  College  he  taught  courses  in  church  history.  Christian  doctrine.  New  Testament, 
parish  education,  church  vocations,  and  world  religions.  He  became  Chairperson  of  the  Department  of 
Religion  in  1967,  serving  until  1980.  He  served  on  nearly  all  the  faculty  committees  at  CLC,  and  was  in 
demand  continually  as  a  vice  pastor,  preacher  and  lecturer  in  the  congregations  of  the  Southland.  To  be 
noted,  especially,  was  his  work  for  the  Board  of  the  Center  for  Theological  Studies  and  his  efforts  to 
establish  a  Chair  in  Theology  in  honor  of  his  friend,  Gerhard  Belgum. 

Beyond  these  accomplishments.  Dr.  Asper  will  be  remembered  for  his  spiritual  contributions  to  all  who 
knew  him.  The  week  before  his  death  on  March  12th,  he  recorded  a  lecture  for  his  class  on  World 
Religions.  Speaking  in  a  kindly  manner  so  familiar  to  all  of  his  students,  he  expressed  a  confidence  in  them 
to  persevere  in  their  studies.  Towards  the  end  of  the  tape  he  read  the  portion  from  the  Bhagavad-Gita  in 
which  the  gualities  of  the  various  castes  of  Indian  society  are  enumerated.  I  was  struck  with  the  ways  in 
which  these  marks  described  the  reader  himself  of  the  seer,  "tranquil  in  mind  and  m  spirit,  self -controlled, 
.  .  .  upright,  forbearing,"  following  wisdom,  firm  of  faith;  of  the  leader,  "bold,  unflinching  and  fearless, 
subtle  of  skill  and  open-handed";  of  the  others,  "to  work  for  all  men."  His  last  words  on  the  tape  were  again 
to  wish  the  students  well,  to  express  his  confidence  in  them,  and  to  give  them  his  final  challenge:  "So,  carry 
on."  We'll  miss  you,  Wally!
